Soviet Jewish publicist:

In a letter to the French daily, 
Mr. Rabinovitch claimed that the 
number of Jewish scientists in tha 
Soviet Union had increased from 
under 29,000 in 1958 to almost 
‘58,000 in 1967. Jewish students had 
risen from 79,300 in 1963 to 110,000. 
There were 315 Jews for every 
10,000 members. of the academic 
community whereas the natonai 
average was only 182. 

Mr. Rabinovitch, who said he was 
writing to repudiate a gloomy pic- 
ture of Jewish life in the Soviet

The Israel Cabinet took up the matter of the Egyptian reply to 
Dr. darring’s latest proposals at its meeting yesterday which had 
originally been scheduled to be devoted exclusively to the Broadcasting 
Authority's annual budget. The discussion, following a presentation by 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban, lasted some two hours. No decision was 
taken on Israel’s next move in the Jarring talks, and the Cabinet will 
take the matter up again at the next regular meeting on Sunday. 


Details of the Egyptian reply are 
not available here, but the docu- 
ment has been described as the 
moat far-reaching Egyptizn at- 
tempt yet to meet Israel's demand 
for what Dr. Jarring in his pro- 
posals termed a “prior commit- 
ment” to make peace with Israel. 
Cairo is, however, believed to have 
made such a peace agreement con- 
ditional on the return of al? the 
Israel-heid territories occupied 
in the Six Day War — Sinal up 
to the international frontier (except 
for a U.N. force at Sharm el- 
Sheikh} as well as the Gaza Strip, 
which had reportedly been left un- 
mentioned by Dr. Jarring.

Nixon warns N. Vietnam

WASHINGTON ( Reuter). — Pre- 
Sident Nixon on Wednesday warned 
Hanoi not to launch a major offen- 
sive in retaliation for Saigon’s 
thrust into Laos, saying he was pre- 
pared to use the full might of U.S. 
air power to protect American 
troops in South Vietnam. 

The President, speaking at a 
press conference called at short no- 
tice in his office, said the only l- 
mitation he had placed on American 
air power needed in the Indo-China 
war was to rule out the use of 
nuclear weapons. “He gave a broad 
hint that he might resume the full- 
scale bombing of North Vietnam if 
Hanoi began pouring troops through 
the Demilitarised Zone separating 
the two Vietnams now that its sup- 
ply llfeline along the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail through Laos was under attack. 

But he expressed confidence that 
Hanoi would not start massive fn- 
filtration of troops and supplies ac- 
toss the border into South Vietnam. 


May attack North 


Mr. Nixon left open the possi- 
bility that the South Vietnamese 
might want to launch an offensive 
against Communist supply lines in 
North Vietnam itself. But he said 
any American air support would 
have to be approved by him. 

Pressed repeatedly to discuss any 
South Vietnamese crossing into 
North Vietnam, he insisted: “I am 
not going to speculate on what 
they whl or will not do. But any 
American participation has to be 
approved here, and any South Viet- 
nNamese decision with regard to what

Man charged for 
arms supply to 
Defence League 


NEW YORK (INA). A 26- 
year-old Philadelphian, deseribed by 
the U,S, Attorney in Erooklyn as 
8 major supplier of weapons to 
the Jewish Defence League, was 
arrested here on Wednesday on 
charges of violating the Federal 
Firearms Control Act. Edward Nea- 
her, Digtrict Attorney for the 
Eastern District, has identified him 
as Gilbert Laurie, ἃ self-styled 
security officer. 

Mr. Laurie was taken into cus- 
tody at Kennedy Intermational Air- 
port as he was about to board 
an El Al jetliner for Israel. Azents 
of the Alcohol, Tobacco and Fire- 
arms Division of the Treasury De- 
partment arrested him on a Wwar- 
rant, issued earlier by a Federal 
District Court judge in Richmond. 
Apparently Laurie supplied the 
guns thet were to have been used 
In the hijacking of an Arab air- 
liner last September. 

Tf convicted, Mr. Laurie could 
receive a maximum prison sentence 
of five years and a $5,000 fine.

“I don’t believe the Chinese 
have any reason to interpret this 
as a threat against them or any 
reason to react to it,” he said. 


Mr. Nixon pledged that U.S. troop 
withdrawals from Vietnam will con- 
thaue and predicted he would be 
able to speed it up if the Laotion 
operation was successful. He also 
made a new attempt to prod Hanzol 
into beginning significant negotia- 
tions at the deadlocked Paris peace 
talks, and warned that no further 
concessions could be expected from 
the U.S. Time was running out for 
Hanoi, the President added, because 
as American troops withdrew it 
would have ta deal more and more 
with an intreasingly strong South 
Vietnam. 


Peking increase 
exports to Arabs 


NEW YORK (INA). 
(CHINGSE exports to the Arab 
States showed a sharp increase 
in 1970, the “New York Times” re- 
ported op Wednesday. It said the 
ecgnomic increases followed a re- 
sumption of Peking's political ac- 
tivity in the Middle Bast during the 
past year, 

The paper said Chinese exports to 
the Arabs increased by more than 
$200m. last year. They included 
flyswatters. pencil sharpeners, ‘tea, 
frozen foods, chemicals and some in- 
dustrial] products. 


The greatest increase in exports 
were to Southern Yemen, the Su- 
dan and Lebanon, the paper said, 
though Kuwait and Iraq remain the 
greatest importers of Chinese pro- 
ducts. “According to the Damascus 
office of Hisinhua, the official Chin- 
ese news agency, Chinese exports in- 
creased by 72 per cent to southern 
Yemen, 68 per cent to the Sudan and 
58 per cent to Lebanon during the 
latter part of 1969 and the first 
half of 1970,” the “Times” said. 
“Exports to Egypt dropped by 38 
per cent during that period, but are 
expected to double this year under 
the term of a new trade agreement 
signed in Cairo 185: month.”

Lipkin named 
to Weizmann

REHOVOT.— 
prorsssor Harry J. Lipkin, a 
distinguished Weizmann insti- 
tute physicist, this week became the 
second incumbent of the Herbert 
H. Lehman Chair of Theoretical 
Physics, succeeding the late Prof. 
Amos de-Shalit, who held the Chair 
until his death in 1969 and with 
whom he was closely associated for 
many years. 

New York-born Prof. Lipkin be- 
gan dis scientific career during 
World War II at the Radiation Labo- 
ratory of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology. At war's end, 
he went to Princeton University, 
earned his PhD. in Nuclear Phy- 
sics, and proceeded to Israel, where, 
for 8 year, he left science behind 
him to live at a kibbutz In the 
Galilee. 


In ‘his 19 years at the Weizmann 
Institute, Prof. Lipkin has made 
Significant contributions to theore- 
fieal and experimental nuclear 
physics, nuclear reactor physics and, 
most recently, to theoretical parti- 
cle physics. He is in close touch 
with overseas research centres, par- 
ticularly with the Argonne National 
Laboratory, where he spends almost 
every summer.

In an 18-page judg- 
ment, he took exception both to the 
form and the content of the reply 
from the Rabbinical Court. “The re- 
lgious court is obliged to supply the 
requested opinion on a probem which 
is presented to it.”

The Cabinet yesterday approved 
the Broadcasting Authority's 1971-72 
budget of 155,850,000. This is 
IL9,650,000 more than the previous 
year’s radio and TV budget, The 
new ‘budget has yet to be approved 
by the Kneaset Finance Committee. 
Though by law the Authority is 
an Independent body, its annual 
budget requires Cabinet approval. 

The budget rise is mainly due 
to extension of broadcasting hours 
— a weekly increase of 2814 hours, 
including Arabic, and to an increased 
wage-bil resulting from the “package 
deal." The extra expenditure «was 
expected to fhe covered by an in- 
crease in the number of TV licence- 
holders, and by more radio adver- 
tising. The ‘Authority is virtually 
self-supporting economically — out- 
side of a Government contribution 
of some TL2m. for special services 
such as overseas broadcasts. 

But some Authority ‘sources are 
sceptical that the estimated in- 
ereased revenue would materialize. 
The estimate was based on an in- 
crease this year of some 50,000 
TV subseribers, in addition to the 
present some 360,000. 

The presentation of the budget 
proposal, by the Authority's chair- 
man, Dr. Haim Yahi, was fotlowed 
by a discussion on radio and TV 
performance. There was said to 
have been both praise and adverse 
criticism on “the content and em- 
phasis" of programmes. Much of 
the discussion apparently ‘centred 
on the handling of political news, 
such as the radio's report on Prime 


Labour leaders 
defy women on 
congress date 


TEL AVIV. — The Labour Party 
Central Committee yesterday re- 
confirmed an early decision to hold 
the party's convention on April 4, 
overriding the highly vocal protest 
of women members of the Party 
that this would interfere with their 
pre-Passover arrangements.
